Notwithstanding Ihese hardships, 
there are men who have1 followed 
the titninesn for year*, and prefer 
tin- railing to any other. Tlie wages 
ofdredgen vary from $!) to f 15 per 
niontl), mmc of them receiving »[*- 
cllic wagm, oilier* so muoTi per 
round trip of the pnngy, and others 
again a share of "the lake," after 
deducting the portion due to the 
vowel and paying the captain's wa- 
ge*. 
A captain's pay is alwut f f>0 


per month, and dredger* will powi- 
l»ly average f 11 per month. Out- 
side of the large packing houses it 


it* almost impossible to estimate tbe 
number of people who make their 
living by the oyotcr trade, but re- 
ueiit figures show that there are 1,- 
'2HO person-; engaged in preparing 
oysters for local consumption. There 
are 4"» oyster packing firms, employ- 
ing 4,167 males and 2,460 females, 
whose wages last season aggregated 
$602,427. The firms have an ag- 
gregate capital of $2,500,000. The 
raw oysters packed were 3,769,353 
bushels, valued at $2,272,740; 2,- 
689,939 bushels were Steamed and 
hermetically sealed, valued at $1,- 
244, 609. 
About 700 people are 


employed in making tin cans, of 
which 25,646,789 were required last 
season, their cost being $794,819. 
When to all this are added the 
printing of labels, manufacture of 
wooden packing cases, teamsters, 
salesmen, the daily special train 
leaving Baltimore over the railways 
leading in all directions, to say 
nothing of rooks and waiters and 
"raw IKIX" tenders in the hundreds 
of oyster and coffee houses through 
the city, it will be seen the oyster 
interest is almost beyond exact es- 
timate.

His house has, in one or 
two respects, been modeled on that of 
his friend, Whiteltw Reid, editor of the 
New York Tribune. It will be built 
broadside to the street, with a front of 
50 feet and a depth of 40, and the hall, 
ten feet wide in the middle, will run 
direotly beck to his library, which will 
be 35 feet by 26, wjth a high ceiling, 
tnd completely lined with oak. On the 
left of the hall will be his reception 
parlois, and on the right a sittting-room, 
and behind it a dining-room. In the 
basement will be billiard tables, etc. 
The building will have a rather plain 
exterior, and no. such ornamentation aa 
the porte cochere and other parvenne 
adaptations. Mr. Blaine expects to 
commence bis house as soon as he has 
made the contract and the foundations 
can be dug. He'bonght the house he 
occupies at present early in the im- 
provements of Washington, snd it cost 
him about $25,000; but it is in the 
middle of a block and the rooms gener- 
ally dark, and it is not adapted to the 
larger naes of public life. Instead of 
paying, as Mr. Evarts is now doing, a 
rent of $5,000 to $6,000 a year, Mr. 
Blaine builds at once his own Secre- 
tary's residence, midway between the 
White House and the hill where the 
brothers Sherman have .put np so many 
improvements.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—Thers 


died in this city to-night one of the 
curious characters of .Washington his- 
tory. For many yean visitors to the 
National Capitol have noticed, far up 
in the dome, a little old man with thin, 
careworn face and long, thin, white 
mutton-chop whiskers, who kept photo- 
graphic views of the capitol for Bale. 
This man, Samuel Douglas Wyetb, had 
a tragical history, the details of which 
are not folly known. For nearly a 
quarter of a century he bts lived alone 
here, but a wife and seven children are 
living in a distant State. His mania 
Kas been to lay np a stock of valuable 
paintings, pictures, busts, vssea, and 
delicate pottery of many rare and pre- 
cious kinds, and all sorts of beautiful 
and costly bric-a-brac. 


His garret, which he rented for $3 a 


month, is literally filled with his col- 
lection, which he has made at great 
sacrifice, hoping, as be has (aid, that, 
one day, it would descend to his chil- 
dren. One of bis pictures ia a painting 
ot one of the Popes, and is said to b'e 
five centuries old. Large dealers here 
say it is the most valuable painting in 
this country. Mr. Wyetb. was an au- 
thority in the historic places about the 
city, particularly 
about the capitol 


building. Some years ago he wrote a 
book, called "The Federal City," parts 
of which are raid to be unequalled by 
any other publication of the kind for 
accuracy of information. His descrip- 
tion and history of the Congressional 
Library is said to be the best eil-ant. 
Besides his collection of iirie-a-brac, he 
left no resources. To-day, when Mr. 
Wyeth found himself dying, he sent 
several telegrams to his family, begging 
them to oome to his relief before he 
died, but they refused. They have sent 
word, however, that they will come 
after he ia dead.

Toe members ot the Bur of Macon 


County have learned, with sorrow, of the 
recent death of Mrs. Elizabeth Greer, the 
wife of the Hon. Samuel F. Greer, and 
they desire to express their appreciation 
of the character of the deceased lady,and 
Ibe loss which iheir afflicted brother has 
sustained. 


Mrs. Greer was known to ns not only as 


a true aud noble woman in her relations 
as a wife, mother, friend and neighbor, 
but also as an eminent and honored citi- 
zen of this community. She made her 
home distinguished for general hospitali- 
ty. Daring the civil war, for four yean, 
she cave her time and energy, with unsel- 
fish and patriotic singleness of purpose, 
to the interests of tne country, providing, 
with others, food, clolbing, reading mai- 
ler, hospital stores and all that their in- 
penuity could suggest for the soldiers of 
the Union to the utmost limit of their 
ability, and finding homes and employ- 
ment for the unfortunate refugees who 
cames from the states devastated by war 
to oar midst. Dunne the happier yean 
that succeeded the war, she has been 
formost among the women of Decatnr in

gomery county, Kansas: 


A BLOODY XURDER. 


PAKSOKB, Kan., January 10.— A terri 


hie crime has been committed near the 
old John Bender farm, which promises 
to pan out about as terrible as the Ben- 
der atrocities. It appears that one For- 
rest and a man by the name of Buckles 
became jealous of each other over a girl, 
which resulted in Forrest felling Buck- 
les to the floor with » chair. When Buck- 
les arose and attempted to flee from the 
house, Forrest fired two auoU at him 
from -his revolver, which are supposed to 
have taken effect and proved fatal, as 
Buckles has not been seen or heard from 
since. He Is supposed to have been mur- 
dered and died from his wounds. His 
body is probably buried under the late 
snow which fell here. Forrest has fled. 


PASSONH. Kan., Jan, 12.— The where- 


abouts of Young Buckley, who is sup- 
posed to have been murdered near tbe 
old John Bender farm, a few miles west 
of this city, is yet a mystery. Forrest 
and his father-in-law, one Rambo, Lave 
repeatedly contradicted themselves in 
telling the story concerning the cguarrel 
between Forrest and Buckley. Forrest 
has been re-arrested, and unless safely 
guarded will be taken from the jail and 
lynched. A farmer living in the vicinity 
of the supposed crime stated to a reporter 
to-day that it was not the intention of 
tbe people to let Forrest get away as did 
the Benders, but it Buckley's body is 
found in the vicinity of Rimbo's, the 
people in whose memory the Bender hor- 
rors are yet fresh, will mete out a terrible 
retribution to the offenders . Tbe excite- 
ment Is at fever heat, and It is eafe to in- 
fer that the statements of the farmer are 
not overdrawn. 


In the Chicago Timet of the 15th inst., 


we find the following additional informa- 
tion: 


THI PARSONS TBAOBDV, 


PAKBOHS, KAN., Jan. H — The prelimi- 


nary trial of Henry C. Forrest for the 
murder of Charles Buckles was held yes- 
terday at the High school house township, 
one mile from and insight of the old John 
Bender farm, where are yet visible the 
graves of those who met their death as 
Buckles is supposed to have met his. The 
trail resulted in fixing Forrest's ball at 
$2,000, in default of which he went to 
jail. The statements made in court were 
not as damaging to Forrest as those made 
by the Rambo family to a party of citi- 
zens who interrogated them concerning 
the quarrel, between Forrest and Buck- 
bles. The prevailing opinion among the 
people is that Forrest first boiled Buckles' 
body until the flesh dropped from the 
bones, which be fed to the hogs, then 
burned the bones in the stoves. The 
theory concerning tbe bones is pretty well 
sustained 'by tbe finding of a great deal 
of bone dust and pieces of bones in the 
ashes thrown from the stoves, including 
some teeth and a part of a jawbone said 
to be that of a human being. I£h»s been 
decided to send them lo St. Louil, how- 
ever, for analysis, in order to prove their 
identity beyond a doubt, they being so 
badly charted as to render them unrec- 
ognizable otherwise. Forrest and bin wife 
tried to account for the bone dust and 
bones in the ashes by saying that they 
burned all of the bones from the meat 
they ate, ratiier than throw them out to 
call dogs aboul. In contradiction, after- 
wards some parties gathered nearly a bush- 
el basket of old soup and marrow bones 
which were lying around close to the 
house. Forrest went to Oswego jail to- 
day, anil thus the matter stands. How 
long the excited populace will leave him 
there depends bouiewbat on tbe develop- 
ment niinie hereafter. 
• 


In all probability the Henry C. Forms' , 


who Is now in tbe Oswego jail charged 
wi'b the horrible crime above briefly de- 
scribed, is none other than Henry For- 
rest, son of George W. Forrest, who re- 
moved with his family from Oakley town- 
ship in this county to Kansas early in 
1670. Since April, 1879, the Weekly RB- 
PDBLICAN has been sent to the address of 
Henry C. Forrest, at Cherry Vale, Kan- 
sas, and the most natural conclusion is 
that be is the son of George W. Forrest 
and the same person now in Custody. At 
tbe December term of the Macon county 
circuit court in the year 1873, it will be 
remembered, Archibald Walton and Hen- 
ry Forrest were jointly indicted for the 
murder of Benjamin Musselman at Fair- 
view church, t hiee miles north of Oakley 
in this county, on Sunday night, Decem- 
ber 17, 1871.
